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FLYERS AWAI AWAITING

NEN Vv YORK, Sept. Sept. 5.—The pic- 
® of a country waiting for its 
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trip, the scientific results are ex- 
tremely gratifying. Among then: 
are some interesting submarine 
records. A week-ago we were de- 
termined to extend our caution to 
the utmost, and in spite of our 
crippled submarine, to push under 
the ice. 
Nautilus Sinks Slowly. 

Hundreds of tons of water flowed 
into our diving chambers. We sank 
slowly until one eye port after an- 
other had dipped into the ciear 
Polar Sea. With decks awash, we 
nosed beneath the ice cakes, awed 
by the grinding crunch of the ice 
against the metai deck above us. 
It sounded like thunder a thousand 
times magnified. It seemed almost 
as though the vitals of the ‘ship 
would be torn asunder. 

Our cylindrical hull was a veri- 
table drum or sound-box with the 
faintest scratch of the ice sounding 
like the ripping of giant strips of 
calico. Heavy pumps set up trem- 
ors like the continuous shocks of 
earthquakes. We have suffered 
such shocks on frequent intervals 
for dats. Yet none of us gave way 
to the sense of fear and dread 
such as was first inspired. 

Had we possessed our horizontal 
rudders, lost when we entered the 
ice pack, we could perhaps have 
gone beneath thé ice cakes and 
followed a course northward to the 
very pole. 

Blocks 300 feet thick drifted past 
us not more than 100 yards off. 
But the real Arctic pack subma- 
rine on a polar journey need have 
no fear of such. 

On our northward course through 
the ice pack, the Nautilus passed 
beneath the weather and water 
worn ice, scattering it on both 
sides of the bow, which was kept 
well down. This, with the droop 
in the bow, gave us a sufficiently 
depressed angle to shove the boat 
under each piece encountered. 

In the open patches of water, 
our tanks were blown so that we 
rested with our superstructure well 
above the surface. 

Despite the battering encountered 
by the Nautilus from. the Arctic 
ice during our week of  silénce, 
we still believe that the  sub- 
marine is the mé8t suitable ves- 
s¢l for future reséarch in the Arc. 
tic. 

We have spent some time under 
water two degrees below freezing. 
We have played hide-and-seek 
among the ice floes; we have car- 
ried ice on the Nautilus’ super- 
structure below the surface; and 
we have heard the crunching of 
heavy ice above us. The Nautilus’ 
hull is dented and scarred. Part 
of our ice runners has crumpled. 
The drill mechanism is shattered. 

We saw sea fleas and curious 
cockroach-shaped creatures, to 
which we must have seemed to be 
a great infuriated whale, as we 
pushed through the water beneath 
the ice. Medusae jellyfish were 
the only things drifting uncon- 
cerned. Some of them were ike 
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through the windshield and suf- 
fered a deep cut at the back of the 
neck. Death was caused by a 
severed artery. Brundidge’s injuries 
consisted principally of cuts on the 
left hand and forehead. 

The Hudson was demolished 
but Steffens’ car, according to a 
Deputy Constable who was two 
blocks away when the crash oc- 
curred, was not seriously damaged.

MUSSOLINI TO MAKE

Gesture of Friendship Will Be 
Attended With Unusual

A few details remain to be deter- 
mined, however, for the ordinary 
ceremony usually attending visits 
of Prime Ministers of states to the 
Vatican will be altered somewhat 
for this occasion to lend all pdssi- 
ble importance to Premier Musso- 
lini’s call. 

After his visit to Pope Pius, I 
Duce will call on Cardinal Pacelli, 
papal secretary of state, who im- 
mediately afterward will return the 
call at the Premier’s office at the 
Palazzo Venezia. 

The visit has been in mind ever 
since the Lateran treaties were 
signed, but it never eventuated and 
had not reached official discussions 
before the recent controversy aris- 
ing over the closing of the Catholic 
action societies put it aside. 

When the pontiff and the Pre- 
mier ironed out their latest differ- 
ences recently, however, the offi- 
cial discussions began, and the de- 
cision to pay the visit was made, 
although many Fascists still con- 
tinued to insist that nothing could 
be done.

Action of Menzies Shoe Co. 
Against International Far 
From Court Decision Af- 
ter Many Months. 


CONSPIRACY BY 
RIVAL CHARGED 


New Factor Added in Last 
Week When David C. 
Biggs Was Made De- 
fendant. 


The $13,570,000 damage suit filed 


more than a year ago by Menzies 
Shoe Co. against the International 
Shoe Co. and some of its directors 
is still far from a court decision al- 
though a voluminous record of tes- 
timony has been compiled in depo- 
sition hearings since last January. 
The Menzies Co. ,will seek to ob- 
tain depositions of about 15 more 
witnesses. 

A new factor entered the case 
last week when David C. Biggs, 
formerly governor of the Federai 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis, was 
added to the dist of defendants. 
Biggs for many years was treasurer 
of the International Shoe Co. The 
Menzies Co. alleges that as head 
of the Federal Reserve Bank he 
co-operated with the International 
Shoe Co. in a conspiracy to drive it 
out of business. Biggs, in a depo- 
sition, denied the charge. 

Others who have testified include 
Sam D. Nichols, president and prin- 
cipal owner of the Menzies Co.,; 
Frank C. Rand, chairman of the 
International Co. and several of its 
other officers, Marvin-.E. Singleton, 
St. Louis capitalist; Walter W. 
Smith, president of First National 
Bank; Thomas C. Hennings Sr., 
vice president of Mercantile-Com- 


merce Bank & Trust Co. ana 
James L. Ford Jr., president of 
Franklin-American Trust Co. 


Had Factories in Nine Cities. 

The Menzies Co., established in 
Wisconsin 10 years ago by Nichols, 
once a shoe cutter in St. Louis fac- 
tories, expanded rapidly until 1927 
when it had factories in nine cities 
capable of producing 25,000 pairs 
of shoes a day, and its financial 
statement showed assets and lia- 
bilities balancing at more than 


$2,000,000. 
In 1927 its- headquarters were 
moved to St. Louis. Above its 


offices, at 1722 Washington avenue, 
opposite the International Co., were 
signs which proclaimed it “the 
busiest shoe company in the world.” 
Stock in the business was offered 
to the public in large newspaper 
advertisements. 

Im less than a year serious dif- 
ficulties developed. Bankruptcy was 
avoided when creditors with claims 
totaling $860,000 accepted settle- 
ments of 20 cents on the dollar. To- 
day the firm has but one factery, 
at Cookeville, Tenn., where produc- 
tion averages about 1500 pairs a 
day. 

Nichols brought suit against the 
International Co. in August, 1930, 
asking $6,785,000 in actual and an 
equal amiount in punitive damages. 
The International Co. denied the 
charges and asked for appointment 
of a special commissioner to take 
depositions. Nichols was examined 
for four days by its attorneys, 
Richard Rumer and George Blake, 
before Ernest A. Green as special 
commissioner. 

Testimony of Nichols. 

He testified he had been told one 
executive of the International Co. 
had said: “Nichols will be back 
cutting shoes in 90 days,”® and that 
another had referred to him as 
“just another Clarence Saunders, a 
promoter.” A leather salesman had 
told him, he said, that the Inter- 
national Co. had let it be known 
it would not welcome salesmen who 
did business with the Menzies Co. 

A banker who has since died, 
Nichols testified, had told him it 
was common knowledge that the 
International company was “dog- 
ging him to death” and damaging 
his credit with banks. 

The deposition of Rand was then 
taken by Edward kK. Schwartz, 
Nichols’ attorney. Rand told how 
the International company prevent- 
ed Nichols from filing a complaint 
against it with the Federal Trade 
Commission, but denied that his 
company had sought to injure the 
Menzies concern. Its only interest, 
he said, had been to help it, and 
s0 maintain St. Louis as a success- 
ful shoe market. 

Officers of the International 
company, Rand testified, learned 
early in 1928 that Nichols had 
gone East to present his complaint 
to the Federal Trade Commission. 
They knew that Nichols had bor- 
rowed $100,000 from Marvin § E. 
Singleton, and urged Singleton to 
halt Nichols. Nichols received a 
telegram in New York informing 
him of Singleton’s opposition to 
what he intended to do, and re- 
turned to St. Louis without pro- 
ceeding to Washington. 

After Rand had testified, Nichols 
wrote to Singleton: “I feel sure you 
will agree with me that it is best 
for all concerned that you arrange 
immediately to return all my notes, 
together with my stock certificates 
in your possession.’”’ Stock in the 
Menzies company had been posted 
as collateral for the loan, 

Got Notes and Stock Back. 

Singleton gave Nichols his notes 
and stock, accepting instead a let- 
ter in which Nichols states: “I rec- 
ognize the indebetedness as a moral

ONCE PAID RENT ON 
DISPUTED ISLAND 


Attorney for Mrs. Oscar W. 

‘ Joinson Takes Deposi- 
tions to Refute Adverse 
Possession Claim. 


, 
Evidence to combat the conten- 
tion of John Brown and family, re- 
cently evicted from Murdock Is- 


land in the Missouri River oppo- 
site the 7000-acre estate of Mrs. 
Oscar W. Johnson at St. Albans, 
that they had obtained title to the 
island by more than 10 years of 
adverse possession, will be offered 
at the trial of suits instituted by 
the Browns in their effort to regain 
possession of the island. 

Depositions taken in St. Charles 
by Jesse W. Schaper, Mrs. John- 
son’s attorney, contain the testi- 
mony of August E. Weinrich, for- 
mer Presiding Judge of the St. 
Charles County Court, who in 1919 
attempted to collect rent for Theo- 
dore C. Link, who had purthased 
the island from St. Charles County. 

Judge Weinrich, supplementing 
other evidence to the effect that 
the Browns had paid rent from 
1912 to 1916 to the original owners 
of the land, testified that he visited 
the elder Brown, and that Brown 
refused to pay rent on the groifnd 
that he was uncertain whether it 
should be paid to the original own- 
ers or to Link, and that he would 
pay neither, for fear that it might 
be held that the other was entitled 
to it. The purpose of this evidence 
is to show that Brown was not at 
that time making any claim to own- 
ership of the land. 

Other witnesses whose depositions 
were taken were Mrs Mary A. Mat- 
son of Fort Myer, Fla., and her 
sister, Mrs. Fmily Howell of Gillum, 
Mo., heirs of the original owners. 
They identified a letter from 
Brown in which reference was 
made to his payments of rent. 

Long, Involved Litigation. 

Many nice points of riparian law 
are involved in the litigation. Title 
to. the island is claimed by John 
Brown and his family and de- 
scendants on the basis of ‘‘hostile, 
adverse and continuous possession” 
by themselves for more than 10 
years. Title also is claimed by Mrs. 
Johnson under quit claim deeds 
from other dlaimants and through 
a land patent obtained from St. 
Charles County. The Browns were 
forcibly ejected from the island sev- 
eral weeks ago by the St. Charles 
Sheriff, who executed a writ is- 
sued by the Circuit Court. 

The history of the island and of 
the litigation is involved, and goes 
back to 1903, when the island was 
formed. 

In that year the boundary line 
between St. Charles and Franklin 
Counties was in the center of what 
was then the channel of the Mis- 
souri River. But the river 
changed its course during the 1903 
flood and made a new channel 
across St. Charles County approx- 
imately one mile north of the orig- 
inal channel, leaving the latter vir- 
tually dry land. A 200-acre tract 
of land which had been a part of 
the St. Charles County main land 
was cut off and became an island, 
the channel of the river being be- 
tween it and the St. Charles Coun- 
ty mainland. 

The land constituting the island 
originally had belonged to the es- 
tates of Caroline Murdock and W. 
H. Matson, which continued in pos- 
session of it and paid taxes on it. 
With the succeeding years, the area 
of the island was gradually in- 
creased by accretion during periods 
of high water until it reached 2200 
acres in size. ras 

Because of the change in the 
channel, a controversy arose be- 
tween St. Charles and Franklin 
counties as to which county had ju- 
risdiction over the land constituting 
the island, and also as to the iegal 
title to the land. The Murdock 
and Matson heirs, however, re- 
mained in peaceable possession. 

In 1912 Brown and his family 
settled on the island as tenants of 
the Murdock and Matson heirs, pay- 
ing rent to them for several years. 
In 1916 Theodore C. Link, a S&t. 
Louis architect, sought to purchase 
the island, and, after an investiga- 
tion, accepted as correct representa- 
tions that, as newly formed land, it 
belonged to the school fund of St. 
Charles County. Accordingly, he 
purchased it from the county re- 
ceiving a land patent, the money 
going into the county’s school fund. 

Link, however, never obtained 
ossession of the island. The Browns 
refused to get off, contending the 
land belonged to the Murdock and 
Matson heirs, from whom they 
rented, and Link did not press his 
claim. 

Some time later the Browns 
stopped paying rent, but continued 
in possession. In 1922 they were 
served with legal notice from the 
Murdock heirs to vacate, but they 
ignored the notice and at the time 
no effort was made to enforce it. 

Three years ago, Mrs. Johnson, 
who owned a large tract of land 
at St. Albans, facing the island on 
the Franklin County side, com- 
missioned Schaper, a Washington, 
Mo., lawyer, to obtain title to the 
island for her that she might add 
it to her St. Albans holdings, it 
being her intention to construct an 
aeroplane landing field and a polo 
field on it. 

Shaper obtained quit claim deeds 
from the various persons claiming 
any interest in the land and also 
obtained a land patent from St. 
Charles County, this being the sec- 
ond time the county had sold what- 
ever interest it may have had in 
the island. Schaper then instituted 
suits in the St. Charles County onl

AGUINALDO SAYS FILIPINOS 
WILL RISK INDEPENDENCE 


Writes Hawes His People Are Will- 
ing to Hazard Civil War and 
Foreign Inv 
By the A-sociated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—That 
Filipinos are willing to pay the 
necessary price for independence, 
including the risk of civil war and 
the danger of foreign invasion, was 
the assurance given in a letter 
made public today from Emilio 
Aguinaldo to Senator Hawes of 
Missouri. 

The man who led the Philippine 
insurrection against the United 
States after the Spanish-American 
War wrote from a hospital in Ma- 
nila to the Senator, who had just 
returned from the trip to the is- 
lands. 

In his message to Hawes, 
advocates independence, Aguinaldo 
said the possibility of a civil war 
“or a general disturbance is not an 
impediment to the concession of 
independence.” He added, how- 
ever, that he did not think such a 
war would result. 

Aguinaldo predicted a delay of 
20 years in the granting of inde- 
pendence would serve to intrench 
“the big interests which made the 
independence of Cuba a solemn fic- 
tion.”

Through action by the two coun- 
ties, the dividing line has been of- 
ficlally surveyed and established as 
it existed before the channel of 
the Missouri changed, being located 
in the abandoned bed of the river.

Browns Not Represented. 

The main question remaining in 
the litigation is whether the 
Browns obtained any legal interest 
in the island from their long resi- 
dence on it. Under the law, adverse 
possession must have been contin- 
uous for more than 10 years, and 
must have been under some color 
of title. Whether there has been 
this sort of possession by the 
Browns will bean issue in the 
case, though ft is the contention of 
Mrs. Johnson’s attorney that that, 
as well as all other questions, was 
decided in the past litigation. 

However, the Browns were not 
actually represented at the trial 
of those cases. Judgments were 
entered by default after the 
Browns had been told by an offi- 
cer of the court that the cases 
would not be taken up, this action 
being the basis of new litigation 
which has been instituted in behalf 
of the Browns by Herbert  S. 
Hadley and D. Calhoun Jones, their 
attorneys, since they were ejected 
from the island. 

Hadley and Jones are seeking to

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URGES RAT RATE RSE 
TO SPEED PROSPERITY 


Dr. David Friday, Last Witness 
in Carriers’ Rebuttal to Op- 
ponents’ Testimony.

terstate Commerce Commission 
concluded hearings on the pro- 
posed 15 per cent freight rate in- 
crease today, Dr. David Friday, 


Washington economist, predicted 
the rise would stimulate the return 
of prosperity which he said was al- 
ready indicated by upturns in the 
textile industry and other consump- 
tion goods fields. 

Dr. Friday was the last witness 
and chief economist presented by 
the railroads in rebuttal to the 
mass of evidence submitted by 
agriculture and other industries 
tending to show that industry was 
hard hit by business depression 
and could not stand the increase, 
and that its answer to the increase 
would be diversion of traffie to 
trucks and waterways. 

With the whole economic picture 
of the nation before it, contained 
in the testimony presented during 
the week here and in other hear- 
ings, the commission announced it 
would return to Washington, set- 
ting Sept. 18 as the dead line for 
briefs and Sept. 21 for verbal ar- 
guments. 

Dr. Friday on Depression. 

Dr. Friday said in previous de- 
pressions, an increase in the price 
of railroad securities always pre- 
ceded a return to normal. He said 
the rate increase would restore con- 
fidence of investors in the rail- 
roads, insure a flow of capital for 
improvements and raise the car- 
riers’ bond market. 

Questioned by Commissioner E. I. 
Lewis, Dr. Friday admitted that 
previous depressions have been 
due to national causes whereas the 
present one was prolonged by po- 
litical disturbances abroad. 

“As an economist, would you say 


that the business depression has 
reached the bottom?” Lewis 
asked. 


“Yes, and we can look toward 
to revival,” Dr, Friday said. 

“When will that revival come?’ 
continued Léwis. 

“It should come any moment 
now,” was, the reply. 

Farmers and Railroads. 

On cross-examination by form- 
er Gov. Clyde Reed of Kansas, the 
railroad economist admitted that 
agriculture would bear the brunt 
of the extra rate burden and that 
it would make the position of the 
farmer more difficult. Reed con- 
tended that the farmer’s credit was 
in worse condition than the rail- 
roads’, 

The petition for the increase was 
made on the ground that many 
carriers were not earning enough 
to come within the seope of laws 


governing investments and that 

their credit was endangered. 
Answering critics of railroads 

who have testified that the car- 


riers have not effected economies, 
E. A. Fox of Chicago, chairman of 
the Central Passenger Association, 
said that a reduction of 22,448,000 
passenger miles has been made up 
to June, 1931, from 1929, between 
New York and: Chicago and New 
York and St. Louis, and that 
total cut of 26,443,000 will have 
been made by this fall.

The proposed changes -would 
double the city gasoline tax, now 
half a cent a gallon; increase the 
license fees for passenger automo- 
biles slightly, to the maximum, and 
increase the fees for commercial 
cars considerably. The present gas- 
Oline tax yields about $500,000 a 
year. In addition, St. lLouisans 
pay the State tax of 2 cents a gal- 
lon.

On the other hand, the members of the Producers Association are paid on a sliding 
scale based on quantity. The $2.15 rate, advertised as being paid to their members, applies 
only to an initial quantity arbitrarily determined. For all milk in excess of the initial quan- 
tity so fixed, a greatly reduced price is paid, with the result that in a vast majority of 
cases the average return to the members of the Producers Association is far#below the ad- 
vertised $2.15 rate. 


The lawlessness and destruction of property which has recently occurred was due to 
* our refusal to agree to buy our milk from the Producers Association at prices and 
under regulations fixed by it. One of our reasons for declining to enter into this agreement 
was that under Sections 8702 to 8706 of the Statutes of Missouri it is made a criminal of.- 
fense, punishable by fine and imprisonment in the penitentiary, for any one to enter into 
any agreement or understanding which tends to fix or increase the market price of any 
product or commodity bought and sold in this State. The agreement which the Producers 
Association tried to induce us to make would have been in violation of these laws of the 
State of Missouri, and wquld have subjected us to the penalties indicated.

Farmers Testify They Signed Con- 
tract Without Reading It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CARLYLE, ill., Sept. 5.—Farmer 


after farmer testified in Circuit 
Court today that they signed a 
members’ contract of the Sanitary 
Milk Producers without ever see- 
ing the agreement. 

The case itself is trivial—con- 
cerning only 20 producers of about 
420 gallons of milk a day—but it 
arrays against one another in court 
the Sanitary Producers and Pevely 
Dairy Co., against which they are 
on strike. 

The dealer was brought in as de- 
fendant in an injunction suit, un- 
der the Illinois Marketing act, in 
which the Sanitary Producers al- 
leged members violated their agree- 
ment by selling milk to Pevely and 
others when the organization, as 
their agent, had contracted for sale 
to the B. & O. Milk Products Co. 
at Carlyle. Only three of those on 
the stand today had sold to Pevely, 
and they testified it was without 
solicitation by the dairy. 

Testimony for the producer de- 
fendants, on a motion to dissolve a 
temporary injunction against sale 
to other than the B. & O. concern, 
began last Wednesday and was stil] 
going today when the case was ad- 
journed until next Wednesday. 
Originally it formed a test of the 
co-operative marketing act and the 
producers’ agreement, but Circuit 
Judge F. R. Dove, striking out

By the Associated Press, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5.— 


An employe, to recover an award 
under the provisions of the Mis- 


souri workmen's compensation act, 
need not be employed at the speci- 
fic task to which assigned, Division 
No. 1 of the Missouri Suprerie 
Court ruled today. 

Judge Gantt wrote the opinion 
which clears up one of the contro- 
versial points of the law. The de- 
cison was in a case involving a 
claim by Thelma Fay Ransdell of 
St. Louis against the International 
Shoe Co., for an injury suffered 
while working in_one of the com- 
pany’s factories.“ She injured a 
hand when she was assisting an 
inexperienced operator start a la- 
bel stamping machine. 

The Workmen's Compensation 
Commission upheld a contention of 
the employer that the act covered 
only the specific work to which the 
employe was assigned at the time. 
The St. Louis Circuit Court af- 
firmed. the commission ruling. 

Judge Gantt ruled the girl was 
not only aiding a fellow employe, 
but was performing a natural serv- 
ice to her employer, as she was an 
experienced label stamp machine 
operator. To hold otherwise, he

Seven American Leaguers. 


It happens this year that the 
team seems topheavy with Ameri- 
can Leaguers, which fact 
cause some to charge prejudice in 
making the selections. I know the 
figures are against me, but con- 
sider these facts and figures: In 
1929 I named six National Leaguers 
and four American Leaguers. In 
1925, 1927 and 1928 the all-Amer- 
ica teams showed five players from 
each league. In 1926 and in 1930 
the American League had the edge, 
six players to four. Thus in the 
past six years I have chosen 31 
American League players and 29 
from the National. 

Furthermore, there has _ been 
only one Yankee player—Lou Geh- 
rig—among the 30 I have selected 
in the seasons of 1929-30-31. These 
facts should prove that I make se- 
lections withovt regard to the 
league or my own club. In the 
same three seasons I have named 
Jackson, Lindstrom and Terry of 
the Giants, our National League 
rivals in New York. 

This year the team includes sev- 
en American League players and 
three National Leaguers. As long 
as Simmons, Cochrane and Grove 
continue to perform so brilliantly 
there there is no real competition 
for their places, I figure the Amer- 
ican League is likely to hold the 
edge in numbers of players on an 
all-star team. 

As in other years I have been 
helped in making these choices by 
a committee of writers represent- 
ing nine cities in the two major 
leagues. Each year I make a com- 
parison of my choices with a con- 
sensus of these writers. This year 
I find we differed in three posi- 
tions. Last year we differed in

DOUBLE VICTORY

GIVES THE GIANTS 
EIGHT IN A ROW

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The New 
York Giants ran. their winning 
streak to eight straight by wallop- 
ing Brooklyn in both ends of a 
double-header, 5 to 1 and 10 to l, 
today, and pulled up to within five 
and one-half games of the league 
leading St. Louis Cardinals, 

Jim Mooney, left-handed rookie 
from Bridgeport, won his fifth 
straight in the second game and 
would not have been scored on but 
for a bad throw by Ott in the 
third inning.

The last out of the seventh, Hei- 
mach’s grounder, which Fitzsim- 
mons fielded himself, knocked him 
down. First up in the Giants’ 
half of the eighth, Freddie was 
felled by a pitch to the left temple 
by Cy Moore, who had _ relieved 
Heimach. Fitzsimmons was not 
badly hurt but retired in favor of 
Hubbell.

GIVE PEACE A TRIAL 

We reprint elsewhere on this page a “Salute to 
War.” The article will be read, we imagine, with a 
good deal of amazement. It is hard to understand 
how any rational person can in this age believe war 
to be indispensable to human progress or that hu- 
manity has not yet advanced sufficiently far to sur- 
vive the blight of peace. Yet the author, Lady Drum- 
mond Hay, who reminds us that she served in the 
last war, and is, therefore, under no illusion as to the 
dreadful reality of the monstrous thing, is manifest- 
ly sincere.

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Where Macbeth Murdered Duncaua.

writer has observed. There is so much 
in history and tradition about Macbeth 
and the Macbeth as Shakspeare drew 
him, it appears natural for errors to 
creep in. Your editorial of Aug. 18 re- 
fers to the proposed sale of Glamis castle 
by the Earl of Strathmore, in which you 
give brief mention of the history of this 
ancient ruin, saying: ‘“‘Shakspeare used 
the place as the setting where Macbeth 
murdered sleep and King Duncan.” 

That statement cannot be sustained by 
the facts, I am led to say. The murder 
of Shakspeare’s King Duncan did not 
take place in Glamis castle. The crime 
was committed in the then home of Mac- 
beth, Inverness castle, approaching which 
Duncan remarked: “This castle hath a 
pleasant seat; the air nimbly and sweet- 
ly recommends itself unto our gentle 
senses,” which was quoted by you. A 
glance at the stage directions of any 
Shakspeare will convince one that Inver- 
ness was the place of this, the most re- 
markable of all tragedies. 

The present Glamis castle is some 25 
miles northeast of Perth and about as 
far from Forres, where the King’s pal- 
ace was located, and about the same dis- 
tance from Inverness and Fife. It dates 
as now standing from the seventeenth 
century. It was a residence of the Scots 
Kings from the middle of the thirteenth 
century. (See “The Tragedy of Mac- 
beth,” by Porter and Clarke.) Macbeth 
murdered Duncan in the eleventh cen- 
tury, year 1040. | 

Following his usurpation of the throne, 
Macbeth took up his residence in the 
King’s palace at Forres, according to 
Shakspeare, where he procured the mur- 
der of Banquo, whose ghost appeared the 
same. night at the coronation banquet. 
All the subsequent scenes in which the 
Macbeth home figures center about this 
palace, as though the Macbeths contin- 
ued there until they removed to Dun- 
sinaneycastle to fortress it against the 
aching Malcolm and the English 

WwSiward. It is in Dunsinane that 

\Macbeth dies after the unforget- 

o een walking scene. It was there 

that Macbeth was slain after his “Lay 
on, Macduff!” 

Dunsinane is a peak of the Sidlaw 
Hills, in Perthshire. Birname wood lies 
12 miles to the north of it. Says the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica: ‘‘An old fort on 
the summit, of which faint traces are 
still discoverable, is traditionally called 
Macbeth’'s castle.” 

So, therefore, there seems nothing but 
tradition to attach the name of Macbeth 
to Glamis castle. It is true that he was 
Thane of Glamis at the time he mur- 
dered Duncan. but his home in Shak- 
speare was fixed at Inverness until he 
took the throne. At no time does 
Shakspeare mention any Glamis castle.

However, a mass of tradition at- 
taches to the stories of Macbeth and the 
castle, and this considers Glamis Castle 
as the scene of a King’s murder, the va- 
rious legends mentioning both Duncan 
and Malcolm as the victim. Sir Walter 
Scott accepted the Duncan story, for he 
discusses it in his “‘Letters on Demon- 
ology and Witchcraft.’’ The present cas- 
tle dates from the seventeenth century, 
but, says the Britannica, “the original 
structure was as old as the eleventh cen- 
tury.” (Editor's Note.)

stimulus given by wars, the sciences, the arts, engi- 
neering, medicine and surgery would hardly have 
even been started.” 

All that sort of stuff is what the logician calls 
begging the question—and begging it almost on a 
cosmic scale. They are assuming to be a truth some- 
thing which can never be established as a truth, but 
which is certainly debatable. What the history of 
the world would have been if mankind had not been 
plundered and pauperized and murdered by war, ob- 
viously can never be known. It may be that, under 
the blight of peace, we should become fat, lazy and 
prosperous and finally sink down into the depths of 
demoralized contentment, but nobody can competent- 
ly indict peace on any of those counts, for the simple 
reason we have never had peace. 

Peace has never yet had atrial. War has been 
with us always. The intervals of peace have been 
periods of preparing for the next war. The terrify- 
ing experience of the last war has convinced peoples 
everywhere that another such war will mean destruc- 
tion in dimensions undreamed of and death in the 
term of approximate extermination. Nevertheless, the 
great nations, through their Governments, are fran- 
tically preparing for that next war. Mr. Lloyd 
George has described Europe as “an agmed camp,” 
with military establishments that eclipse the forces 
of pre-war times. The peoples of the world are pay- 
ing an annual bill of $5,000,000,000 in getting ready 
for the next war which, experts are agreed, will be 
the end of this civilization. 

If the billions expended yearly in war could be 
turned into productive channels, the poverty and des- 
titution of the world would quickly be relieved. The 
millions of men out of employment would presently 
be at work, bare cupboards would be filled, underfed 
children would have enough to eat and happiness 
would reappear in homes of every land now 
darkened with despair. It might be that in such cir- 
cumstances the arts would get drowsy and science 
nod in its laboratories and inventive genius turn off 
its alarm clock. But peoples everywhere are quite 
willing to take a chance on an intellectual let-down. 
Culture is a pretty poor substitute for bread when 
folks are hungry, as they are today. The peoples of 
the world are more than ready to exchange the sar- 
donic “blessings of war” for the substance of peace. 
And if their Governments fail them the failure will 
be tragic. 
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THE CASE OF ARNOLD JOHNSON. 

Arnold Johnson, a divinity student at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, is in jail at Harlan County, Ken- 
tucky, charged with criminal syndicalism, or conspir- 
acy to overthrow the Government by violence. Mr. 
Johnson went to Harlan County to aid the striking 
coal miners and, shortly after he arrived, he was 
accused of being an I. W. W. organizer, and ordered 
to leave town. When he refused, the syndicalism 
charge was trumped up against him. 

The evidence against Johnson is meager. It con- 
sists of some literature that was found in his room, 
mostly harmless stuff. The particular document 
upon which the prosecutor places most stress is a 
pamphlet called “What Do You Mean—Free Speech?” 
It contains the following sentence: “No man should 
ever be locked up for what he says—even if he advo- 
cates overthrowing the Government by violence, or 
advises the destruction of property. Let him spout 
any foolishness he likes.” It is not shown that John- 
son himself advocates overthrow of the Government, 
or even that he circulated literature to that effect. 

Syndicalism laws in Kentucky, as well as other 
states, were designed to protect the Government in 
great emergencies. Most of them were enacted in war 
time for purposes of national defense. To use syn- 
dicalism statutes in an industrial dispute, or as a 
weapon against a labor agitator, is not justified. In 
Johnson’s case, the charge of syndicalism seems 
indeed far-fetched. 
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OUIMET’S VICTORY. 

At the Beverly Country Club Francis Ouimet yes- 
terday recovered the amateur golf crown which he 
first won 17 years ago. He won the “open” the year 
before. The spectacled Bostonian who has just 
defeated the youthful Jack Westland was a strip- 
ling of 20 when, in 1913, he pitted his skill against 
such seasoned warriors as the British invaders, Var- 
don and Ray, generally conceded then as superior 
to any American contender. There was no such in- 
terest in the tournament then as now poignantly 
scans the casualty list from the first qualifying round 
to the ultimate duel, and Ouimet’s boyish triumph, 
it seems to us, was the psychological potion needed 
to send the golf mania charging through the veins 
of both sexes and all ages, professions, vocations and 
vocabularies. Elder statesmen who scarcely remem- 
bered the dim day when they were emancipated from 
knee pants into trouserdom were presently seen 
again in knickers, trudging the fairways of North, 
South, East and West with an intensity nothing 
short of terrible. Youth caught the fever, and club- 
houses sprouted in multiform foliage on gentle knolls 
and craggy hilltops and green valleys and burning 
prairies. That was the epic hour of American golf, 
and Ouimet, as the years rolled past, drifted, some- 
how, into a legend. Always a master craftsman, fre- 


quently the medalist, occasionally in the semifinals, 


which France charily bestows. 


narrow escapes from death, Doolittle derived the 
reputation of an aerial madcap. In recent years, 
however, he has put this quality to good use, as when 
he was selected by the Guggenheim Foundation in 
1928 to conduct blind flying tests. The tests were 
brilliantly successful and for them Doolittle was 
awarded the Harmon trophy of the Ligue Interna- 
tionale des Aviateurs. 

In 1925 Doolittle won the international Schneider 

Cup race, and his name is on the McKay trophy as 
the aviator responsible for the outstanding achieve- 
ment in aviation in that year. Doolittle startled 
South America in 1926 when he flew over the Andes 
from Chile to La Paz, Bolivia. Shortly before the 
flight be had broken both ankles in a land accident 
but, undeterred, employed a physician to strap his feet 
to the rudder. Last June, flying a speed plane of his 
own design at Curtiss-Steinberg Airport, Doolittle 
had a close brush with death when the plane col- 
lapsed while traveling at 250 miles per hour and at 
only 100 feet altitude. With consummate skill, Doo- 
little maneuvered it a little higher, then leaped and 
landed safely with his parachute. Shortly afterward 
he announced his decision to quit racing because of 
“my advanced years.” He is 34. 
Happily he postponed his decision long enough for 
his spectacular feat of Friday when he spanned the 
continent and then returned to his home in St. Louis 
in time for a night’s rest. 
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LAST OF THE VICTORIANS. 

When Rossetti died and young Hall Caine left the 
poet-painter’s home to write his first novel, “The 
Shadow of a Crime,’ Victoria had 16 years to live 
and reign. The era of the good Queen was in full 
flower. Thereafter during the '80s and ’90s and the 
first decade of the new century the Manxman’s 
prolific pen produced a staple item in the novel 
reading public’s fare. One of the lesser luminaries 
among the Victorians, the Master of Greeba Castle’s 
life and writing none the less in some ways suggest 
perhaps the greatest of them all, Thomas Hardy. 
Like the Squire of Max Gate, he studied architecture 
only to forsake it to chronicle the people with whom 
he lived. Each kept close to home. So sharp were 
the bargains Sir Hall drove with publishers and 
producers that he became known as the world’s 
wealthiest writer. Occasionally he went back to his 
old role of journalist and many a scrapbook contains 
his graphic report of Edith Cavell’s funeral in St. 
Paul’s one gray morning in 1915. His plea two years 
later for a peace without reparations or indemnities 
fell on deaf ears. How much better it would have 
been to listen, the whole world knows today. The 
death of the Isle of Man’s old story teller with the 
flowing white locks, the pointed beard and the wide- 
brimmed black slouch hat writes a belated finis to a 
chapter of English literature long since closed. 
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ROOSEVELT LEADS. 
A poll of Democratic and independent newspapers 
by the Outlook and Independent shows that the 
majority of the editors believe Franklin D. Roosevelt 
will be the Democratic nominee for President, though 
Newton D. Baker is their first choice, Roosevelt 
second. Scattering votes were cast for Owen D. 
Young and Alfred E. Smith, while Gov. Ritchie of 
Maryland, rated a contender by so-called expert com- 
mentators last winter, trailed the field. Such a 
survey has a flavor of interest as a summer diver- 
sion, but that is about all that can be said for it. 
Editors are neither prophets nor the sons of prophets, 
and what may happen in a convention almost a year 
away is as far beyond their ken as what will happen 
in the intervening months. Meantime there is ap- 
parently no question about what the Republican con- 
vention will do. Mr. Hoover concededly will be 
renominated in June, or July—but what will 
November’s verdict be? 
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A COMMANDER OF THE LEGION. 
Mayor Jimmie Walker of New York has been made 
a Commander of the Legion of Honor, a distinction 
Chevaliers we have

New York, as every one knows, is 
afflicted with one of its periodical virtuous spasms, 
and the Mayor’s departure, accompanied, so they 
say, by a Sing Sing alumnus, plus the unseemly dis- 
appearance of his personal accountant who has ab- 
sented himself from the jurisdiction of the Seabury 
committee that desired to interrogate him about cer- 
tain enterprises of pith and moment—well, altogether 
it did get pretty close to an unfortunate situation. 
But as Commander of the Legion Mayor Jimmie will 
return, knighted and ennobled, (sans tache et sans 
reproche) to the homage of his humbled city.

prejudice? War is often a major operation 
on a section of humanity, enabling it to 
live on. Civilization is vitalized, culture 
extended, perspective widened and progress 
forced upon the world through war. The 
lessons of war are cataclysmic. Peace, 
after a certain period, consolidates the les- 
sons of war. But humanity has not yet 
reached a sufficiently spiritual development 
consistently and steadily to progress in 
peace, without the impetus of pain and 
suffering, urging escape and experiment 
toward amelioration.

War as “the finest form of sport,” 
passed in 1914. There is little “sport” in 
modern warfare on land or sea—the air still 
excepted; it is an age of mechanical fight- 
ing, scientific annihilation and mathemat- 
ical massacre. But it is still an age of war. 
Pacifists are ambitiously aheaa of their 
times. The world is not ready for peace. 
Man is not spiritually prepared. 

Is there a man or woman foolishly pre- 
sumptuous enough to believe that he or she 
does not need the chastisement of pain, ad- 
versity and experience in this life, merely 
to keep the soul alive, lest it die of inani- 
tion or be stifled in fatuity? If individu- 
ally we recognize and admit that spiritually 
we are imperfect—that further experience, 
possibly suffering, is inevitable as prepara- 
tion for some distant cycle of eternity, how 
can we collectively aspire to the continua- 
tion of world progress, not to mention a 
millennium of peace, in the stagnation of 
security, comfort and lack of urge to im- 
provement? 

Civilization has been won for the world by 
war. The French Revolution raised trium- 
Greeks over the Persians at Marathon in 
490 B. C., broke forever the spell of Per- 
sian invincibility, which had paralyzed men’s 
minds. It secured for mankind the intel- 
lectual treasures of Athens, the growth of 
free institutions, the liberal enlightenment 
of the Western world and the gradual as- 
cendancy for many ages of the great prin- 
ciples of European civilization. The glory 
of Greece and prestige of her culture 
dimmed, flickered and died in the hot- 
house atmosphere of luxury and decadence. 
It was not eclipsed in the Spartan days 
of war. 

If Britain owes her first harvest of civili- 
zation to the Romans, she owes her liberties 
to the Norman conquest in 1066. Bloodshed 
and war brought the Magna Charta, and 
the precious tradition of English freedom. 
The untold sufferings of soldiers in Rus- 
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sia in the Crimean War inspired Florence 
Nightingale to inaugurate a system of 
trained nurses, from which developed our 
nursing services. The Franco-Prussian 
War resulted in the creation of the modern 
German Empire, and the overthrow of the 
temporal power of the Pope, when the 
French troops were recalled from Rome, 
. ° * 


The American Revolution not only laid 
the cornerstone of a new nation, but of a 
new civilization, upon whose youthful re- 
sources, enterprise and drive the Old World 
draws for refreshment and energy. Tho 
Civil War in America brought freedom to 
millions of slaves. The defeat of Russia 
by Japan was the beginning of the down- 
fall of the Czarist regime, and the birth 
of Bolshevism. War shook the old order, 
revolution destroyed it. 

The Great War, shocking and world-shak- 
ing as it was at the time, is an outstanding 
example. I worked through the war, and 
am under no delusions as to what it meant 
to the individual, the family or the coun- 
try. Nor am I ignorant of, nor do I try to 
discount, the acute economic and _ social 
difficulties of post-war conditions. 

Four years of war forced progress, ex- 
periment and enterprise at unprecedented 
speed. The first post-war years saw re- 
forms and innovations which would have 
taken decades of peace-time to achieve. 
Science and engineering were marshaled to 
the support of troops. Aviation was devel- 
oped practically. The British Empire with 
her dominions became a “power” in the 
peace treaty. Women’s status improved tre- 
mendously as a result of the war, and, in 
great part, as a recognition of their services 
at home and in war areas. 

The foundation of the League of Nations 
as a clearing-house for the’ international 
grievances in 1920 is in theory the supreme 
result of the war. No war in history has 
been productive of such a tremendously 
significant public mental attitude toward 
the desirability of peace, or concerted in- 
ternational effort to outlaw war. 

o ~ « 


Unfortunately, in practice, the League of 
Nations is a delusion. If it could be made 
into an instrument of advancement and 
progress for humanity and the world, the 
League would generously fulfill the ideal 
for which it stands. Instead of that, it is 
instrumental in endeavoring to cast. the 
world into a solid mold, with fixed fron- 
tiers and national boundaries which, if the 
league could have its way, would never be 
changed. An impossible theory, and im- 
practicable. We may feel the urge toward 
peace, but we do not know yet the way. 

Revolution is but another expression of 
war. The French Revolution raised trium- 
phant the standard of liberty and equality. 
In India, revolution is freeing millions of 
women from purdah; revolution is making 
China nationally conscious, Turkey into a 
modern nation, Italy into a power, Ger- 
many into a united virile people. 

Who would care to predict that there 
will never be another war? Lasting peace 
is subject to freedom. And war is the great 
liberator.

King Vidor Has Stepped Out of the Beaten Hollywood 
Path in Making an Unusual Picture Out of the Already 
Unusual Stage Play, ‘‘Street Scene,’’ for the Screen. 


ITH Estelle Taylor in town last week the film magnates offerea 
a private showing of her newest film—she is only a part of it 
to be sure—"Street Scene’’ made from the play of the same 
name which was seen here last season at the Shubert Theater and 
then done by Mary Hart down at the Orpheum, It is a great picture, 


one of the best of the year, and rather revolutionary as films go in 


Hollywood. 

Revolutions, so called, in picture making have come from time 
to time out in Fiickerville. Aside from the inventors of the talking 
device, three directors stand out. D. W. Griffith was the first with 
his introduction of the close-up. Charlie Chaplin gave the screen its 
next great impetus when, for a single time he turned. director to pro- 


duce “A Woman of Paris,’’ Adolph Menjou walked nonchantly into 
the boudoir of his lady friend, opened a chiffonier drawer, and a 
gentlemen's collar was revealed. In that touch of symbolism sub- 
tlety was born, and a thousand times since directors have matched 
their wits with censorship boards in suggesting sophistication. 

Then came the late F. W. Murnau, with German-made “Variety,” 
whose moving camera shots had the final effect of putting Hollywood 
photography on wheels, 

And now comes King Vidor to direct Samuel Goldwyn’s produc- 
tion of “Street Scene,’’ the most revolutionary film ever made in 
Hollywood, he claims. A screen drama for the first time photo- 
graphed in a single set, without a single interior scene, and filmed 
just as it was seen on the stage and will be seen on the screen— 
from first shot to last in regular dramatic sequence. 

And yet the entire life of a New York tenement house Is sug- 
gested in this street scene, just as Elmer Rice suggested it on the 
stage. The poignant but futile love of a young boy and girl, a hus- 
band slaying his wife and her lover, the birth of a baby, the evic- 
tion of a family for nonpayment of rent—all the intimate joys and 
sorrows of a crowded tenement house are exposed to view fromthe 


street. 
F “Street Scene” is to be more revolutionary than the first talk- 
ing picture. While there are virtually no silent films now being 
made in Hollywood, the transition to talk was a cautious and tenta- 
tive process. Al Jolsen, in ‘“‘The Jazz Singer,” spoke only one line of 
dialogue. Next came a series of pictures which were first filmed 
entirely in silence, after which a few short scenes were retaken with 
dialogue and interpolated into the drama. 

In one telling swoop, however, Vidor is bringing “Street Scene” 
to the screen with a full embodiment of the unity of time and place 
which the speaking stage has followed since the days of Aristotle. 
It may prove to be the wedding of the screen and stage which some 
critics have long predicted. The effort is facilitated in the case of 
Elmer Rice’s drama by the fact that the author helped himself to a 
generous portion of screen technique in concocting his stage play. 
Rice is an experienced screen writer as well as stage dramatist, and 
“Street Scene” was such a departure from recognized stage formula 
that most Broadway producers turned it down. 

Producer Samuel Goldwyn took Elmer Rice to Hollywood to 
make his own adaptation of the screen play, with the result that 
everything the author considers vital has been retained. On the 
shoulders of King Vidor, however, falls the ponderous burden of 
creating the swiftness of movement necessary to a screen play. 

Rice’s method of a series of episodes, of oppressive and almost 
vasual events, emotional, dramatic, but mounting slowly until, with 
two revolver shots, matters come to a tense quick climax, only to 
subside again. What matters a birth or two, a death or two, or & 
love or two in the life of a city of 7,000,000 inhabitants? 

To quicken the pace of these dramatic events Vidor has used 
camera angles. Not for so much as 30 seconds does his camera pause 
as it ferrets out the thoughts, emotions and actions of Sylvia Sid- 
ney, William Collier Jr., Estelle Taylor and the eight members of 
the stage cast of “Street Scene” most of whom were seen in St. Louis 


in the drama.

Necessitates Silencer 
A miniature tornado rages under 
the hood of an automobile when 
the car is being driven at high

“tornado” is formed by a column 
of air rushing into the carburetor

Needed to Keep Car 
In Best Condition 


Regardless of what an automo-, 
bile costs, its operation, upkeep and 
lasting qualities are largely depend- 
ent upon the care it receives. 

Dan Hyland, president of the 


Alemite Co. of St. Louis, believes 
car owners are becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the value of spe- 
cialized lubrication. 

“Experience has taught many 
that ordinary greasings may have 
dire consequences,”’ he says. “On 
the average car there are not only 
from 17 to 60 vital bearings, but 
numerous other parts which re- 
quire special lubricants. No con- 
scientious service man today at- 
tempts to lubricate an automobile 
with one lubricant. As many as 
seven are required to keep the in- 
tricate mechanism of the modern 
motor car operating smoothly, 
powerfully and quietly. 

“The advent of four-wheel brakes 
necessitated a lubricant of heav- 
ier consistency—one that would not 
leak out on brake bands. Alemite 
wheel bearing lubricant was de- 
veloped for that purpose.

& Co. This is the ray which is 
chiefly responsible for burning or 
tanning the skin of a human being. 
“Duco and lacquer are much 
more durable than the old paint 
and varnish finishes used on auto- 
mobiles. However, they do not last 
forever. They slowly wear out 
through microscopic erosion of the 
surface that releases tiny pigment 
particles which were originally put 
into the finish to color it. The ul- 
traviolet rays of the sun cause this 
slow disintegratior. 


How to Preserve Finish. 
“When polish is rubbed on a car 
finish, and the cloth becomea 
stained with the color of the -car, 
there are transferred to the cloth 
small particles of chalked pigment 
which are no longer a part of the 
finish and should be removed any- 
way. 

As long as these particles, and 
the hardened dirt film, cover the 
finish, there will be no _ luster. 
When, however, the traffic film 
and chalked pigment are removed, 
the original color and luster of 
the finish are restored so that it 
is as bright and shiny as when the 
car was new.

Average of 210 Miles 
A Day on Nine-Week 
Auto Trip in Africa 


Prince de Ligne and Baron Ter- 
schuren of Belgium have just com- 
pleted the most extensive automo- 
bile trip ever made in Africa. 


They traveled 12,427 miles in nine 
weeks across Africa, through track- 
less wastes of the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan and the Belgian Congo. 
They crossed the Sahara Desert 
twice. 

Despite the fact that for nearly 
all of the distance there Were no 
roads, and for thousands of miles 
not even any trails, they averaged 
210 milesa day. This high average 
was maintained for their total 
elapsed time from the start to the 
finish of the trip without deduct- 
ing any time, although several days 
were spent in visiting at various 
places along the route. 

In a letter to the Packard Motor 
Car Co. in Detroit describing the 
trip Baron Terschuren said the 
most difficult part was the cross- 
ing of the Sudan in Egypt. Owing 
to the danger almost certain to be 
encountered by the motorist in the 
Sudan, Baron Terschuren said, 
special authority had to be ob- 
tained before the start from the 
English Government. 

“When we realized some of the 
difficulties,” Baron Terschuren 
wrote, “we had an idea we could 
never get through, they seemed so 
insurmountable for the cars. But 
owing to the Packards we suc- 
ceeded. 

‘We have broken all speed rec- 
ords and traveled 20,000 kilometers 
without the slightest mechanical 
trouble. On several occasions we 
were stuck in the sand and in 
order to get out we had to race the 
motor, throwing the cluth in with 
a jerk to make the car jump up 
vertically. Much of our travel was 
through rock country and in order 
to keep up with the schedule which 
we had laid down in advance we 
had to go very fast. On several 
occasions, the wheels hitting rocks, 
the whole car was thrown into the 
air to land at a different level, the 
difference being sometimes as 
much asa meter. In short, we 
have made the trip at a speed and 
over a distance never accomplished 
by automobile in Africa before.” 

The cars used by Prince de Ligne 
and Baron Terschuren were Pack- 
ard eights with no special equip- 
ment other than special trunks and 
80-gallon gas tanks. More than a 
ton and a half of equipment in the 
form of luggage, extra gasoline, 40 
gallons of water, guns and ammu- 
nition and other supplies was car- 
ried in each of the three Packards 
which made the trip. The start 
was made from Alger on the Alge- 


rian coast which was also the 
finish.

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HOLD SCHOOL BUILDING 


State. Supreme Court Says Uni- 
versity City Must Pay for 
Using Private Street. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today 
ruled that the University City 
Board of Education violated the 
building restrictions of an addition 
known as University Heights in 
building a gymnasium and audito- 
rium near Harvard and Cornell 
avenues, about 1926, as an addition 
to the high school and in taking 
over a part of Cornell avenue, a 
private street, as part of the site. 

As a result, the Court held, the 
board must compensate affected 
property owners for their interest 
in the private street and in the 
restrictions or the board will be 
enjoined from using the building 
or site for school purposes. 

The building was erected at a 
cost of about $170,000 on ground 
in block two of the addition, which, 
under University Heights _restric- 
tions, was reserved for business or 
residence use. The Court held the 
restrictions did not authorize use 
of the ground for schoo? purposes. 

Gantt Writes Opinion. 

Presiding Judge Ernest S. Gantt 
of Division No. 1 of the Court, 
who wrote the opinion, held that 


in violating the restrictions the 
Board of Education had “unlaw- 
fully appropriated property” be- 


longing to the property owners. 
This “property’’ was their interest 
in or their easement to use the 
private street, Cornell avenue, and 
their property right in the restric- 
tions. All the other Judges of Di- 
vision No. 1 concurred. 

A judgment of St. Louis County 
Circuit Court for the board, in 
trial of the injunction suit involved, 
was reversed by the Supreme 
Court and the case remanded to 
the lower court with directions to 
continue it for a reasonable time, 
to afford the Board of Education 
an opportunity to acquire lawfully 
the interests of affected property 
owners in the property “so appro- 
priated.”” This could be by pur- 
chase or condemnation procedure. 

If at the end of a_ reasonable 
time this is not done, the Supreme 
Court ruling directs the lower court 
to enter a decree enjoining the Uni- 
versity City school district and its 
Board of Education from using the 
building or the site for school pur- 
poses, 


The Origin of Case. 


The ruling was in an injunction 
suit filed by F. H. Britton and his 
wife, who reside on Harvard ave- 
nue near the building. Mrs. Brit- 
ton formerly was a member of the 
University City Board of Educa- 
tion. Robert D. McClure and his 
wife, who reside in the vicinity, in- 
tervened on the same ground as 
presented by Britten in the suit. 
The suit, filed in March, 1926, was 
to enjoin construction of the build- 
ing, because it violated the restric- 
tions. No restraining order was is- 
sued by the lower court and the 
building had been completed when 
the case was tried in the lower 
court. 

When the site for the building 
was acquired, the trustees appoint- 
ed under the trust agreement im- 
posing the restrictions conveyed to 
the Board of Education a part of 
Cornell avenue, in exchange for a 
part of lot 2 in block 2 of the ad- 
dition. which was to be used for a 
street to replace the original route 
of Cornell avenue. 

Judge Gantt held that under the 
trust agreement the only authority 
the trustees. had over the streets 
was to dedicate a private street for 
public use as a public street. The 
Court held the public use meant 
in the agreement was use only as 
a street and that the trustees could 
not convey the private street for 


VIOLATES ZONING LAWS 


CENTRAL MORTGAGE 


Two Amendments in System 
Which Realty Board Com- 
mittee Is Studying. 


Two amendments have been 
made in the proposed plan for a 
suggested central mortgage bank 
which the National Association of 


Real Estate Boards vited to give 
to a Special Committee on Home 
Financing to study after its May 
convention. 

The original outline of how such 
a bank could be formed for the 
rediscounting of urban residence 
mortgages contained the suggestion 
that debentures issued by such a 
bank might be made tax exempt to 
individual purchasers of amounts 
up to $5000. The original thought 
was that such exemption would 
stimulate purchase by small in- 
vestors, and thus start a ready flow 
of capital into the bank. 

On further study, however, the 
association committee states that 
such exemption would operate to 
make debentures compete with 
mortgages and.real..estate bonds 
handled by association members, 
even though interest rates of the 
debentures would be lower. In ad- 
dition, the tax exempt clause is not 
strictly in accordance with the as- 
sociation’s tax program, which at 
present is seeking new tax sources 
as a means of relieving realty of 
the big load it now carries in this 
respect. The Home Financing Com- 
mittee feels that buyers of the pro- 
posed bank’s issues should pay the 
proper Government assessment. 

The clause on tax exemption was 
dropped from the mortgage bank 
plan. 

The second change had to do 
with the paragraph in the plan 
which described the amount that 
might be lent with safety by banks, 
building and loan associations and 
others if this system could be set 
up. In the original document this 
paragraph reads: 

“It should be the policy of this 
entire system by using conservative 
appraisal methods and by requiring 
amortization payments beginning 
immediately when the loan is made, 
to increase up to 75 per cent the 
percentage of value that may be 
lent with safety, thus eliminating 
the costs and hazards of junior 
financing.” 

Many people have assumed that 
this paragraph meant that the pro- 
posed mortgage bank would pur- 
chase loans up to 75 per cent of the 
value of a property, which assump- 
tion was not intended in wording 
this clause. The committee points 
out that the bank probably would 
not rediscount or buy more than 50 
per cent mortgages. The original 
paragraph meant to point out that 
the new system, making rediscount 
possible, and requiring amortization 
immediately, would in time make 
it possible for the local agencies to 
lend the 75 per cent to borrowers 
because of the stimulation such a 
system would provide for the whole 
field. The paragraph now reals: 

“It should be the policy of this 
entire system to require conserva- 
tive appraisal methods and amorti- 
zation payments beginning imme- 
diately when the loan 4s made, s0 
zation payments beginning immedi- 
ately when the loan is made, so that 
through the following of sound 
practices the percentage of value 
that may be lent with safety can be 
increased,and after the mortgage 
has been reduced to the allowable 
percent it would be available for re- 
discount, thus eliminating in many 
cases the costs and hazards of 
junior financing.”

HOLLYWOOD, California. 
UGENE V. BREW- 
STER, erst while 
multi - millionaire 
publisher of motion 
picture magazines, 
once boasted that 
he would be willing 
to spend his whole 
fortune for Corliss 
Palmer. 

Six or seven years ago when he 
was trying to divorce his second wife 
so he could marry the Georgia beauty 
queen his holdings were estimated to 
be worth $10,000,000. He was heard 
to declare far and wide about that 
time that he would wait 99 years, if 
necessary, to marry his new love and 
that he would devote every cent of 
the $10,000,000 to the undertaking. 

As it turned out, he didn’t have 
to wait the 99 years. He got a Mexi- 
can divorce in 1926 and married the 
former cigarette girl the same day. 
He also got rid of the $10,900,000 
faster than he had expected. A gure 
sign that he was nearing the bottom 
of the bag appeared a year or so ago 
when he and his wife moved into a 
modest bungalow in the rear of a 
Hollywood movie lot. Now all uncer- 
tainty about it has been removed. 
Brewster went into Federal Court the 
other day and filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy. His schedule of 
liabilities and assets revealed that he 
owed $17,396, and that all his earthly 
possessions were worth less’ than 
$500. 

The story of Brewster is a story of 
the mighty fallen. From the estate 
of a publishing magnate with beauti- 
ful homes at Roslyn, Long Island; 
Morristown, New Jersey, and Holly- 
wood; with a retinue of grooms, 
butlers and maids, he has come down 
in less than 10 years to the rear 
Hollywood lot, servantless, friendless 
and bankrupt. Not quite friendless, 
either, for Corliss Palmer is sticking 
to him in poverty as she did in pros- 
perity. But most of his rich and 
powerful friends of the old days are 
gone. He is 58 now and it's pretty 
late ir life to start beating back. 

Brewster blames bad investments 
for his present plight. But the evi- 
dence indicates a good many of his 
investments were investments in love. 
There was, for one thing, the $750,- 
000 home he bought for Corliss and 
her family at Morristown. For an- 
other, there was his enormously ex- 
pensive attempt to make a motion 
picture star of the beauty queen, an 
undertaking that met with dismal fail- 
ure. There was a $200,000 judgment 
which the second Mrs. Brewster won 
from Corliss for alienation of her 
husband's” affections. There were 
many other items, too, smaller but 
just as effective in bringing the 
infatuated publisher to bankruptcy. 
An ironic twist of fate is discerned 
in the figure Brewster listed under 
Habilities in his bankruptcy petition. 
The $17,396 total, by some queer co- 
incidence, corresponded exactly with 
the price he paid for an automobile 
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for Corliss a few years ago. The totai 
of his assets represented just about 
enough to pay his orchid bill for one 
week in the grand spending days. 

It all seems to come down to this: 
Brewster sacrificed fortune and family 
for the auburn-haired Corliss. She 
was a queen of beauty but she had 
neither estate nor position. She came 
of a humble line, a product of the 
Georgia backwoods. But she was 
physically beautiful. That was enough 
to win Brewster and set him to 
rhapsodizing. 

‘| find her the perfect complement 
for my creative genius,” he sang. 

Having won recognition as a pub- 
lisher, lawyer, writer, painter and art 
photographer, Ne now set about dis- 
tinguishing himself as a great lover 
and he succeeded very well. He de- 
scribed his love as a form of ‘‘emo- 
tional consciousness’ and the news- 
papers caught up the phrase at once. 
He became the best advertised real- 
life lover of the time and his adven- 
tures were followed by romantic 
readers all over the United States. 


ROM 1923 on, Brewster made 
Fevers possible effort to create a 

fairyland for this beauty from 
the Georgia hills, beginning with the 
purchase of the magnificent estate in 
Morristown, New Jersey, There, 
chaperoned by her mother, Corliss 
lived in splendor while Brewster was 
seeking release from his wife. Brew- 
ster lived with them as a sort of 
boarder and the big house became the 
center of a great deal of curious 
attention. Mrs. Brewster——the for- 
mer Eleanor Cator, whom the _ pub- 
lisher married in 1916—-made much 
capital of the Morristown arrangement 
and used it effectively in blocking 
Brewster's divorce attempts. She did 
block them for about three years un- 
til finally he obtained a decree in 
Mexico. The first Mrs. Brewster, mean- 
while, was publicly expressing much 
sympathy for her former husband and 
for Corliss. She said she hoped 
Corliss would take him away from 
Eleanor Cator just as Eleanor Cator 
had taken him away from her. 

‘“‘Miss Palmer is a 
delightful girl and 
has been a_= splen- 
did influence in Mr. 
Brewster's life,’’ she 
declared. ‘It was his 
present wife (Eleanor 
Cator) who has been 
a bad influence. It 
was she who kept him 
from communicating 
with his children.

himself. He spent several days 
at the task and finally selected 
two. One was that of Corliss Palmer 
and the other was of Allene Ray, who 
eventually became an actress of some 
consequence. 

In describing his meeting with the 
Georgia beauty on whom he was to 
squander large sums in attempting to 
lift her to stardom, Brewster re- 
marked: 

“It was not so much Miss Palmer's 
beauty that won me as it was a quality 
of almost ethereal loveliness, a sort of 
wistful appeal which the camera some- 
how caught and which I was able to 
detect immediately. I sent: for her 
without delay, and when she came I 
picked her from all the contestants. 
I was delighted and surprised that she 
also had been picked by the judges.”’ 

The weeks that followed the arrival 


of Corliss Palmer in New York were 
exciting ones not only for her, but also 
for the Brewster household. The pub- 
lisher established both her and Miss 
Ray in his home at Roslyn, Long 
Island. This arrangement, in spite of 
the fact that Mrs. Brewster was acting 
as chaperon, caused a merry wagging 
of tongues among the aristocratic 
neighbors. 

Then, almost simultaneously, it 
seems, Brewster and Miss Palmer 
found they were in love with each 
other. Mrs. Brewster also sensed the 
situation and took stern action to 
stop it.

An economist and sociologist, with 
an eye trained to fix upon significant 
fact, he went to a Mexican town and 
there he compared the life, point by 
point, with that of a corresponding 
American community. Specifically, he 
compared Tepoztlan in Mexico with 
Middletown in Indiana. He weighed 
bathtubs against fiestas, radios against 
space and sunlight. In his book, 
‘“Mexico,’’ written in  collaboraifon 
with Marion Tyler and published hy 
MacMillan, he has worked out a kind 
of batting average in which he sets on 
one side the advantages of 
our way of living and on

“There is no end to the dramatic 
contrast,’ he writes. ‘‘The_ typical 
community in the United States is 
urban and industrialized; the typical 
community in Mexico is rural and lives 
from the soil and the forests. The 
gospel of Middletown is work, and the 
gospel of Tepoztian is play—-one dav 
in three, the year around, the southern 
community is celebrating a major or 
minor fiesta. Yet for all their hard 
work, a fraction of the men of Middle- 
town is constantly unemployed and 
bowed down with fear and worry. Un- 
employment is unheard of in Tepoztlan 
and fear stalks only when earthquakes 
rumble, or a Zapata (tax gatherer) 
comes riding over the mountains, Fed- 
eral troops at his heels. 

‘‘Middletown is essentially practical, 
Tepoztian essentially mystical in 
mental processes. Yet in coming to 
terms with one’s environment, Tepozt- 
lan has exhibited, I think, the superior 
common sense.

=z” to travel by rail 
and still ride ‘on 
rubber” — in 
France. 

After two years 
of experimenting, 
the first motor 
coach in the world 
See equipped with 
pneumatic tires and adapted to run- 
ning on steel rails has been put in 
regular passenger service on the Saint 
Florent-Issuodun branch line of the 
French railway system. 

Railroad experts believe it promises 
one of the greatest traffic revolutions 
in modern times. It will be only a 
short time, they declare, until smooth- 
purring coaches of this type will be 
gliding over all the world’s railroads 
where ponderous and noisy locomo- 
tives once chugged and snorted and 
labored under their black clouds of 
smoke. Franee is enthusiastic over 
the innovation. Indeed, it appears 
probable that with such coaches, the 
railroads may win back much of the 
traveling public they have lost to the 
automobile and the bus. 

This departure from the old style 


in railroad transportation has been 


made possible by the invention of a 
pneumatic tire with features no pneu- 
matic ever had before. This tire has 
a flange to keep it >n the rails and a 
secret device inside to prevent it from 
flattening when punctured. Not only 
does it make noiseless rail travel 
possible. It makes possible smoother 
travel, faster travel and cheaper 
travel. One of the most important fea- 
tures is the quickness of stopping and 
Starting which it permits. This makes 
it especially adaptable to service on 
branch lines where stops are numer- 
ous and where the old-style railway 
train hardly gets under way before it 
has to stop again. Railroad men say 
the motor coach will pull the branch 
lines out of the doldrums and help 
railroads to get rid of deficits. 


HE coach now in use is a 24- 
seater, ‘‘La Michelin,’’ shown 


in an accompanying photograph. 
This is the ninth model which 
has been manufactured in the two 
years of experimenting and it is now 
the last word in pneumatic tire rail- 
way equipment. It has a three-axle 
tractive bogie in front and a two-axle 
bogie in the rear. It has a top speed 
of 62 miles an hour and a normal 
speed of 55 miles an hour. Its engine 
is 20 horsepower (French rating). 

In connection with the new coach's 
speed qualifications, it may be ex- 
plained that the present French rail- 
way regulations forbid a speed of 
more than 75 miles an hour, so the 
experiments were not directed to at- 
taining a high rate of speed. They 
were directed chiefly toward supplying 
the most serviceable car for branch 
line service and in this they succeeded. 

On a 30-mile run the new coach, 
carrying 18 passengers, averaged 57 
miles an hour with gasoline consump- 
tion running about one gallon per 12 
miles. On a 17-mile run, with nine 
stops of 30 seconds each, the average 
speed was 33 miles an hour, which 
is practically twice the speed of an 
ordinary branch line train under simi- 
lar working conditions. Besides this, 
the coach made 62 miles an hour 
on the Saint Florent-Issoudun line 
where the tracks are in bad condition 
and where the speed limit for steam 
trains is 37 miles an hour. 

With all these features the new car 
combines several others that make 
travel by rail more satisfactory. For 
a steam train to acquire a speed of 50 
miles an hour it must run approxi- 
mately 1650 yards. The new motor 
coach achieves this speed within 630 
yards. A train moving at 50 miles 
an hour normally requires 1100 yards 
to come to a stop, while the coach 
does this in 110 yards. 

In the earlier models the various

obstacles encountered in adjusting a 
pneumatic tire to a steel rail were 
overcome. The most important of the 
discoveries was that of the _ secret 
device which prevents a punctured tire 
from flattening. The coach tire, if 
punctured, sags only part way down 
and the ‘‘flat’’ causes no jolt or lurch. 
And the ‘‘flat’’ can be changed by one 
man in five minutes. 


NOTHER indispensable feature 
Ae the new tire is a flange sim- 

ilar to that on a steel car wheel. 
This keeps the wheel on the rail 
and makes it possible to  nego- 
tiate switches. One of the hard- 
est obstacles to overcome was the 
lightness of the rubber-tired wheels. 
This lightness robbed them of the 
steadiness which the heavier steel 
wheels have, but the trouble final- 
ly was overcome through experi- 
ments in pressure and flexibility until 
the present typeof tire was 
evolved. 

The inventors were 
greatly aided in their ef- 
forts to adjust a pneu- 
matic tire to a steel rail by 
the fact that the adher- 
ence of a rubber tire to a 
rail is three times that of a 
steel wheel. This permits 
of a reduction of the load 
which otherwise would be 
necessary to prevent spin- 
ning and is an important 
item in transportation. 

The experimentation lead- 
ing up to acceptance of the 
latest model coach was be- 
gun in the summer of 1929 
on private tracks at the me 
Michelin. works at Cler- Rs 
mont-Ferrand and con- 
tinued later on the Palaiseau-Chartres 
lines. On these lines the regular pas- 
senger trains are made up of loco- 
motive, van, two third-class coaches 
and one combination first-second class 
coach. The total carrying capacity of 
such a train is 108 seated passengers 
and the total unladen weight of the 
train is 120 tons. Thus the train 
must carry a dead weight of more 
than a ton, or about 2222 pounds, for 
each passenger when all the seats are 
filled. When only half the seats are 
filled the dead weight per passenger 
is over two tons, and over three when 
only a third of the seats are occupied. 

With the new coach the dead 
weight per passenger is only 385 
pounds or about one-seventh that 
which has to be hauled by a steam 
train. The saving in power alone in 
a year’s time is therefore tremendous, 
for it requires additional power to 
haul each additional pound of weight. 
There is a saving in man power, too, 
for the coach requires only one oper- 
ator, a driver-collector, while the 
train requires a crew of four  =2ngi- 
neer, fireman, conductor and ake- 
man. On branch lines where such 
three-car steam trains make only one 
round trip a day, carrying perhaps 30 
passengers each way, a coach can 
operate at a third of the cost and 
carry almost as many as the train 
actually does. 

Branch line traffic in France—and 
the same seems to be true of other 
countries-—has in recent years been 
one of the chief causes of railway 
deficits. Passenger trains do not run 
frequently enough to suit the needs 
of the people, but they cannot do so 
because of the high operating cost, 


+ 
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which is not repaid by a sufficient 
number of passengers. The figures of 
travel on branch lines in France give 
an average of one passenger per kil- 
ometer run. In other words, a train 
covering 30 kilometers carries only 
30 people in the 108 seats provided 
and the present law regulating rail 
traffic requires that trains of this 
class be made up with 108-passenger 
capacity. To say nothing of the sav- 
ing in equipment cost, the coach can 
give three times as much service at the 
same operating cost. 

Throughout 1930 and the spring of 
1931 the motor coach was tested on 
the Saint Florent-Issoudun' branch. 
Then a few weeks ago a public 
demonstsration was held before 
a body of transportation 
experts and the new 
coach went into 
regular service.

crowd is not standing still waiting to 
be fed recreation with a spoon at so 
much a gulp. No. The crowd is mov- 
ing, exchanging news, absorbing new 
impressions, bargaining in the market, 
participating, in a very fundamental 
sense. You can have a football game 
without a crowd. You can have a 
talkie or a radio program. But a 
fiesta without a crowd would be un- 
thinkable. The dancers, bands, rockets, 
ferris wheels, booths, are only the 
higher tongues of flame in a furnace.”’ 

As a newly rich cousin of the 
ancient Mexicans, Chase ventures to 
give a little advice: 


OTT vetore are two main tasks 
before you, clearly’ inter- 
locked, both of which you 
have begun. You must build your 
future in a full comprehension of the 
cardinal importance of the Indian, his 
inheritance, his psychology, his crafts- 
manship, his peculiar virtues; and you 
must strive for economic self-suffi- 
ciency for both the nation and its in- 
ternal regions, a self-sufficiency not 
one hundred per cent perhaps, but 
enough to save you from the mad 
plunges of the business cycle in the 
outside world.

Middletown, too, gets some advice 
from the author of ‘‘Mexico’’:

pursued. The billion wild horses

ico has already embarked on that great 
adventure.”’ 

And as though he had not uttered 
enough heresies against our faith in 
bathtubs and radios, getting and spend- 
ing, he adds one more. We must 
acquire, he says, if we would really be 
happy, the Mexican's lack of any time 
sense. ‘‘What time does the fiesta 
begin?” “Right now at 3 or 5 
o'clock this afternoon,’’ is the Mexican 
answer, and a fitting answer, accord- 
ing to Chase. It will take, the author 
intimates, a long time before we who 
are slaves of the clock learn this last 
lesson from Mexico.

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ST. LOUIS CROWDS OUT 


ITS WILD BIRDS 


Only a Few Species Remain of the Multitude That 
Once Nested Here—Reservations Are Proposed as 


the Only Means of Perpetuating the Survivors.

HERE are the birds 
(s ):: yesteryear? The 
St. Louis Bird Club 


would like to 
know. Except for 
three or four 
species, the wild 
birds which once 
abounded in and 
around the city are 
disappearing at an alarming rate. 
Year after year, their ranks become 
thinner. Year after year, those sur- 
vivors that still return build their 
nests farther and farther out. Civili- 
zation has them on the run. some 
autumn day—and the Bird Club is 
afraid it will not be far off—they 
will fly away never to be seen again. 
At least, not in this part of the 
country. 

Conducting its “bird walks" several 
times a year, keeping careful records 
of bird population and movements and 
watching anxiously for the return of 
all species noted in former seasons, 
the Bird Club has witnessed the ex- 
tinction of at least four species. It 
has observed the complete disappear- 
ance from the St. Louis district of at 
least nine others. A few bird families 
seem to be holding their own, but of 
the 353 species listed as residents of 
this State in Otto Widmann’s ‘“Pre- 
liminary Catalog of the Birds of Mis- 
souri,”’ published in 1906, only two 
are now known to be _ increasing. 
Something must be done, says the 
Bird Club, and it must be done 
quickly if we are to save other birds 
from the fate of the passenger pigeon, 
the Carolina paroquet, the ivory-billed 
woodpecker and the Eskimo curlew. 
Within recent years all these are be- 
lieved to have become extinct. 

In the 1860's, passenger pigeons 
were so numerous that it was a 
matter of fairly common occurrence 
to see flocks numbering millions, 
flocks large enough to darken the 
sky in passing. Pigeon hunting was 
a lucrative business. Hunters could 
walk into their feeding grounds and 
kill them by the thousands with clubs. 
Even as late as 1890 #£=»passenger 
pigeons could be bought in almost any 
meat market. But the end came for 


the ‘inexhaustible’ pigeon flocks. Re- 
ports that a passenger pigeon has been 
seen are heard occasionally, but the 
last bird of which the Audubon So- 
ciety has any authentic record died 
in the Cincinnati Zoo in 1914. 

The brilliantly colored Carolina 
paroquets shared the same fate. They 
were not seen in the meat markets, 
but were hunted for their plumes, 
which were sold to the _ millinery 
trade. Fifty years ago they were 
abundant in the Southern states and 
great flocks were to be found living 
in the sycamores of the Missouri river 
bottoms not far from St. Louis. The 
Carolina paroquet was one of the most 
beautiful birds ever native to this part 
of the country. An old St. Louis resi- 
dent who remembers when they were 
plentiful describes a small flock feed- 
ing on the ground as resembling a 
garden bed of tulips. The paroquet 
had disappeared from the State when 
Widmann’'s catalog was published in 
1906, and it is extinct now. Also 
extinct are the ivory-billed wood- 
pecker and the Eskimo curlew. The 
curlew, once abundant, was last re- 
ported in 1902, and the last ivory- 
billed woodpecker known to have been 
seen in Missouri was shot. in 
1895. 

The pileated woodpecker used to be 
common in the heavy timber of river 
banks and bottom iands, but this 
largest member of the useful family 
has now vanished from the St. Louis 
region. The Bird Club reports it has 
been seen but once in this vicinity 
since 1906. It is seen but rarely 
elsewhere. The beautiful caerulean 
warbler, found at Creve Coeur Lake 
as recently as 1916, has not been seen 
since that time and the upland plover 
has disappeared as completely as the 
prairie chicken and the trumpeter 
swan. The handsome golden plover 
has long escaped the eager eyes of 
St. Louis bird lovers and the wood 


duck, the American woodcock and 
wild turkey have been missing from 
the Bird Club’s annual ‘“‘found’’ list 
for so long that hope of their re- 
appearance has been abandoned 
They are passing away before 
our eyes, the Bird Club laments, and 
yet nothing, apparently, can be done 
about it. They are birds which can- 
not adapt themselves to civilization. 

The Creve Coeur Lake region seems 
to be the best in the St. Louis neigh- 
borhood for furnishing a glimpse of 
wild bird life in variety. Not often 
are more than 50 species of wild birds 
counted in the course of a year in the 
city parks, but at the lake it is usually 
possible for the trained ornithologist 
to see 100 or more in the spring when 
migration is at its height. 


its last spring bird walk at Creve 

Coeur on the first Sunday in 
May. This date strikes the crest of 
the spring migration when it is possi- 
ble to find not only those birds which 
remain in the locality the year 
around, but those which come 
here for the summer and £ also 
those which pass through on their 
way to nesting grounds farther 
north. There the club has at vari- 
ous times in recent years. noted 
such interesting and rarely’ seen 
species as the bald eagle, cormorant, 
herring gull, black tern, green heron 
and barred owl. A great army of 
warblers is usually seen, but these 
are mostly transients on their way to 
Canada or the Northern states. Only 
a few remain to nest in the woods 
around the lake. Among these, how- 
ever, are some of the most resplend- 
ent in plumage—such birds as the 
American redstart, the prothonotary 
warbler and the yellow-breasted chat. 
The hermit thrush and the veery are 
usually seen at Creve Coeur, and 
members of the club have been priv-

ileged to hear their flute-like notes. 

In connection with the annual 
walks, which the club has been tak- 
ing for 12 years, it participates in a 
bird census conducted by a journal. 
For the St. Louis district, the club 
notes with sorrow, the bird popula- 
tion trend is steadily downward ex- 
cept for sparrows, starlings, black- 
birds and robins. Only sparrows and 
starlings have shown evidence of in- 
crease. 

In 1843, John J. Audubon, the 
noted naturalist, wrote of the abun- 
dance of game in the markets of St. 
Louis and of the almost incredible 
cheapness of wild turkeys, wild geese 
and ducks and passenger pigeons. 

Slaughter of wild game for the 
market ended in Missouri with 
the enactment of prohibitory leg- 


islation in 1900-05, but slaugh- Mis 


ter by non-commercial hunters 
has continued with results dis- 
astrous enough. 

In the 80's markets in St. Louis 
presented a spectacle never to be 
forgotten, old residents relate. Game 
of all description poured into 
Union Market and into the commis- 
sion houses on Third street, to be 
hung before the stalls, stacked on 
counters and piled on the sidewalks.

Dr. R. J. Terry, professur of anat- 
omy in Washington University Medical 
School and an active member of the 
Bird Club, declares the fact that they 
did survive is evidence of an innate 


rugged resistance against extermina- 
tion rather than of the efficacy of be- 
lated efforts at conservation. 

“It must not be forgotten,” says 
Dr. Terry, “that in addition to the 
various factors of civilization inimical 
to bird welfare is the overhead of 
natural dangers with which the 
feathered family must yearly contend. 
These include predatory wild beasts, 
birds with an appetite for other birds, 
disease, forest fires, drouth, heavy 
snows and lasting sleet storms that 
shut up the food supply. The power

of flight probably has been the imme- 
diate means of saving the race thus 
far, as it has permitted birds to escape 
danger at hand and to travel long dis- 
tances in quest of food, water or 
shelter from inclement weather. 

‘In the early 80's St. Louis beyond 
Grand avenue presented generally the 
aspect of a thinly populated part of 
the country. The district between 
Grand and Shaw's Garden, for exam- 
ple, had not a single house in the 
80's. The region was a broad prairie 
where a herd of cows grazed. 

“This region was the ancestral 
home of the piping meadowlarks,”’ 
Dr. Terry relates. “Here were a few 
thickets and a grove of trees, then 
the nightly roosting place of the 
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grackles that in the spring followed 
the plowman in the fields. A tiny 
stream flowing north crossed ehe tract 
about midway east and west. Its 
meandering course led to the marshes 
of the Mill Creek Valley. These were 
famous grounds for Wilson’s snipe 
The prairie about was the haunt of 
upland plovers whose plaintive calls 
and graceful flight are now onl) 
sweet memories. 

“That wild life home is gone now. 
The land is drained by sewers and 
the fields and pastures are built up 
with homes of human families. Who 
can say what has become of the birds’ 

“A few of the species that forme! 
ly inhabited the region may still De 
seen in the two admirable sanctua! 
ies afforded by Shaw’s Garden and 
Tower Grove Park. But most of the 
birds of the 80's are gone. It is 4 
fact to be sincerely deplored.
